Washington, August 4.—Cheaper 
bread may be one of the results of 
the present governmental efforts to 
reduce the high cost of living. 
Whether the five-cent loaf will ho 
put into the market basket is a ques­ 
tion on which officials are at vari­ 
ance, but they agree that if the gov­ 
ernment allows wheat to sell at tho 
market price 
instead 
of the $2.2® 
guarantee, a considerable drop in the 
price of bread will result. 
The price of wheat is one of the 
things being considered by a com­ 
mittee of cabinet and other high offi­ 
cials who are tackling the living cost 
problem. 
The proposal i-> 
for 
the govern­ 
ment to take over the flour supply of 
the country at 
a 
nominal profit to 
the millers and sell 
it 
back to the 
public at a loss. 
Official- state with 
the price re­ 
maining at $2.26 a bushel Hour can 
be bought fairly by tjje government 
at $8 a barrel after making allow­ 
ances for all by-products and a fair 
profit to the millers. 
In turn the government would sell 
the flour to the 
public 
for $6, ab­ 
sorbing a lo-- of $2 a barrel. 
The total domestic needs for the 
year are about 250,000,000 barrels, 
which would require the expenditure 
of just half the guarantee fund o f 
$1,000,000,000 
provided by 
con­ 
gress. 
Thus the farmer 
would 
get the 
guaranteed price for his wheat, peo­ 
ple would be a-sn red of cheaper food 
and half of the billion dollars that 
are -pent would be used in reducing 
prices instead of merely keeping up 
th price of wheat to the farmer. 
Nearly all food prices are affected 
by wheat and officials believe lower 
bread prices would bring down many 
other articles. 
Care would be taken 
if the plan was carried out to pre­ 
vent any profiteering after the gov­ 
ernment had 
reduced the 
price of 
flour. 
The act appropriating the govern­ 
ment 
guarante e fund 
specifically 
provides that the 
money 
shall not 
only be used to keep up the $2.26 
wheat price, hut to sell food to the 
people at 
a 
reasonable 
cost and 
many congressmen say such a plan 
was in their mind- when the bill was 
passed.

SIMPLE CATCHING CRATE 
REDUCES WORK OF CULLING 


Much of the trouble and mechani­ 
cal work connected with the culling 
of the farm 
poultry flock 
can be 
eliminated by the use of a catching 
crate and several shipping crates, 
according to poultry extension men 
ftt 
Purdue 
University. 
Shipping 
crates can usually be borrowed from 
the local dealer while the poultry 
men have prepared the specifications 
for a saticfactory catching crate. * 
The device should be two to three 
feet wide, three to four1 feet long 
and 18 inches high. 
One end should 
be marie into a slide door similar to 
tim end gate 
of a wagon 
box. 
In 
the top of the crate, near the center, 
should be a hinged door about a 
foot square to permit the convenient 
removal of the fowls. 
Farm poultry flocks which are to 
I be culled should 
be placed 
in the 
hen house the night before. 
The hen 
house itself should 
have a small 
hen door level with the floor against 
which the open end of the catching 
crate can he set. 
When ready to 
cull, the worker can step into the 
house, open the small hen door and 
drive a number 
of hens 
into the 
catching crate. 
The end door of 
the device is 
then dropped 
into 
place and the worker has a crate full 
of hens ready for examination. 
Complete plans of the c rate may 
be obtained from county agricultur­ 
al agents or direct from the depart­ 
ment of agricultural extension at the

keep them growing, and prune and cull 
vigorously. Tile success of the future 
depends on the work of today.

Remember that 
sw eating or damp brooders or houses 
are more dangerous to chicks than 
c o ld ; but chicks m ust have a suffi­ 
ciently warm place to hover whenever 
they wish. 
To those poultry raisers who brood 
by the hen all there is to say is to let 
the hen do the brooding. 
Keep the 
hen free from lice and also keep her 
dry and keep the coop clean. 
It is no 
difficult task; all th at is needed is 
thoughtfulness and careful attention. 
B aby chicks will get under th e old hen 
whenever they feel the need of a little 
w arm th. 
It is, therefore, very impor­ 
ta n t that the hen should be kept dry. 
Do not allow the hen her liberty with 
her brood for at least four weeks. This 
will give the chicks plenty of oppor­ 
tunity to become strong. 
Unless the 
grass is short and conditions favorable, 
It is better not to turn her out as early 
as four weeks. 
The first two weeks, 
however, are the m ost Im portant in the 
life of the chick, and the most impor­ 
ta n t factor is brooding during that 
period. The hen will do that properly 
lf given the proper place and let alone. 
To those operating brooders the best 
advice that can be given is, “W atch and 
follow instructions.” 
Don’t be too big­ 
hearted and overfeed the baby chicks 
the first week, as it is a well-known 
fact that more chicks die as a result 
of overfeeding the first week or two 
than from any other cause.
